Tillerson might be on way out 


President looking at CIA director as secretary of state’s successor, ace to reports

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump and Secretary of 
State Rex Tillerson have clashed 
repeatedly in public over the 
past year, and America’s top di- 
plomat did not deny recently 
that in private he had called his 
boss — undiplomatically — a 


“moron.” 

On Thursday, multiple media 
reports said Trump was actively 
considering replacing Tillerson 
with CIA Director Mike Pompeo 
in another top-level shakeup of 
an administration that has seen 
an unusual turnover of senior 
officials. 

The switch would come by 
Jan. 20, a year after Trump’s in- 
auguration, a source close to the 


administration told the Wash- 
ington Bureau, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity to discuss 
internal workings at the White 
House. 

Sen. Tom Cotton, R-Ark., who 
is close to Trump, would replace 
Pompeo at the top of the CIA, 
the source said.

KISSIMMEE — When 
Hurricane Irma sent a foul 
concoction of sewage and 
floodwater into his apartment 
at an Osceola retirement com- 
munity, Arch Howard was 
only able to save some clothes, 
photos and his wife’s ashes. 

“We walked out of there 
with eight small packing 
boxes,” said Howard’s daugh- 
ter Diane Lawson, who has 
since moved her father to her 
home in Cleveland, Tenn. 
“Everything an 82-year-old 
man worked for his entire life 
is gone.” 

Most of Central Florida is 
back to normal 11 weeks after 
Hurricane Irma blew through 
and as the 2017 hurricane sea- 
son ended Thursday. But real 
damage remains to homes in 
the Good Samaritan Society 
retirement community in Os- 
ceola County and in Orlo 
Vista, a working-class neigh- 
borhood in west Orange 
County. Residents of the two 
neighborhoods will be feeling 
the effects of the storm for 
months, officials say.

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Thousands of baby bass have a new home — Lake Apopka

State wildlife experts poured 
thousands of baby largemouth 
bass Thursday into Lake Apopka, 
hoping to boost the sport fish 
population in the once-sickly 
lake. 

The tiny fish, known as finger- 
lings, quickly scattered in the ol- 
ive-colored water, many darting 
under lily pads that offer protec- 
tion from bigger fish and other 
predators. 


“There goes your future trophy 
fish,” said Dennis Renfroe, fisher- 
ies resource manager for the state 
Fish & Wildlife Conservation 
Commission. 

This was the second straight 
year FWC added the game fish to 
the state’s fourth-largest lake, 
once considered the bass capital 
of the world and more recently 
known as one of Florida’s most 
polluted water bodies.
